The Sutler Niiisanoe, 

Tlie oni)riiiou3 cliar^^es for goods sold by 
Hiiiler.s Ims been a source of coinpluinl by 
soUiiers for months past. Each rojjiment in 
the army ha.s its BUtler, appointed by the 
Colonel, and ta.vod ten cents a month for 
each soldior in tlie regiment. l!y carefnl 
iiHliiii-y among thu |iay masters. I find that 
each soUlier pays the sutler an avt-rafro of 
'five' dollars per moiiih. AIIcwIiik one thou- 
Hand men to the regiment, tljc sutler's 
receipts during llii! moiilli w.mlil be livetlioii- 
.-iiind dollar.>i. His profits aro over 100 per 
cent., but to make it an even ri;;ure, we will 
r;iv that hanetSHCent percent, profa, which 
would allow him to pocket SJ,r,0(), out of 
which he pays ten cents por head or ;?100 
for the support of »he hospitals. • Hia teams, 
board, etc., will not exceed S400, and he has 
S2,0(l(l lelt a.s tiis net earnings in tliirly day". 
Tins is a fair average of lit; ."iuller'-s bus- 
iness, though niiiny of them make nearer 
83,000, while a faw boast ol pockeiin;,' 
S5,000. Now what does tho soldier reeeivo 
in return for his money? One of tho prin 
cipal items is stale pies, made principally 
in Nuw York, and sent toAVa-h niiton where 
Ihey aro purchased by suilei-.^ ;it Ha'J »o V2 
cents apiece by the hundred, aiul jetailcii in 
tho .camps at 20 cents apiece. 

Another principal item of the sutler's 
merchandise is tobacco, ciijars, and pipes. 
Ci«ar.s that are bought at per tliousand, or 
two fir a cent, arc retailed iit three to four 
cciils each. Letter pnper is sold at lilteen 
cent*. Whisky is sniuu'ijled out and srdd 
at $1 oO per b.itlle. J^eyond these articles, 
the sutler's Rto'jk is made up mostly of gin- 
;jerbread, conteclinnaty, fis*, rasins, etc., 
witli a limited assortment of ulores, tnitlen,, 
eocks, iinder-lnrts. 'I liree-fi)iulhs ..t the 
articles .-uiiplu^l by siidns are not ..nly uii- 
necussary, but injuiiuus to ihe tieallh of the

Cruz, Tampico, and one or two other ports, 
and tho customs rcvomies of Vera Cruz and 
Tampico alone amount to two-thirds of the 
whole.

From Bahci.at Sound. — Tlio sleam-lug 
Diana arrived from Barclay Sound early 
jesterdjjij- riiorniiig with sii pa.sseiigers. 
Capt. Stump, who caino by this arrival, re- 
porls the suhooiior Meg Merrilies frozen in 
at Alberni. The therinoinoler had slood 
below zero. The Sound was frozen for a 
distance of ten miles, and the pasaengora of 
the Diana were compelled to walk a dia- 
tanoo of eight miloa, and then out the 
steamer through two milea of ioo. Deer and 
other game were very plenty, and were seen 
every day on the ice. They were captured 
■with great eaae by huutamen wiili dogs. 
The bark Prince of the Seas is at the Sound. 
Snow covors the ground to a depth ol lour 
feet. A large store, containing salt falmon, 
hay, skins, etc., fell the olher day from tha 
weight of si:ow on its roof, ciirryiiig witli it 
one hide of the prmcipal store. The uiiil 
has not been able to run lor over three weeks 
and all woik is suspended. At one of the 
logging camps, the hay has been taken from 
tiie matresses and fed to iho calllo.
